The next step described by 
James is to “resist the devi!.” 
This may not be fully ‘under- 
stood. Just how to do this in 
the most successful way is the 
puzzle to many. Several years 
ago IT was on my way to the 
church where I was to preach 
that night. On the way the en- 
emy seemed to hreak in upon 
me like a flood. He had never 
come to me like that before. I 
made an effort to rid myself of 
him by what I considered a 
steady and_ steadfast  resist- 
ance. But his vile attacks 
came with more _ force. It 
seemed impossible for me tc 
get my- mind in any frame 
for preaching while the roar of 
the devil was so near. I stopped 
on the way and turned aside 
into the woods for prayer. The 
more I prayed the darker was 
the cleud, and fiercer the roar 
and onslaught of his _ satanic 
majesty. What must I do! I 
tried prayer again‘and again, 
each time the struggle seemed 
fiercer. 


I was tempted to give up the 
struggle and not show mysetf 
behind the sacred desk that 
night. But as I walked slowly 
along after having failed in 
prayer, I suddenly rementbered 
Paul’s instructions ‘where he 
said, ‘jAll things work together 
for good to them that love God.” 
Following this in quick succes- 
sion came, “Rejoice ever more,” 
“In everything give thanks,” 
and finally one that has never 
proved a failure in the hardest 
trials, “Giving thanks aiways 
for all things unto God and the 
Father in the name of our Lord

In there was agolden censer 
and the ark of the covenant; 
and in the ark were the golden 
‘pot with the manna in it, and 
Aaron’s rod that budded, and 
the tables of stone which were 
given to Moses at Sinai. And 
over the ark were the cheru- 
bims of Glorx overshadowing 
the mercy seat. And the pres- 
ence of God was there to give 
light. Could any place be more 
sacred? Could any light be 
more brilliant? And ’m_ sure 
the high ‘priest felt a spirit of 
reverential fear come over him 
ag he went behind the second 
vail. The golden bells had_ to 
jingle or he would fall dead. 
He had to meet every require- 
ment or it would go ill with 
him. He did not dare to go inic 
that sacred place without blood 
to offer for himself and for the 
people. 

The writer of Hebrews ex- 
plains that this was a figure for 
the time, and fram this state- 
ment and other similar  state- 
ments we infer that there is a 
spiritual application from which 
we may draw soul food and en- 
ter into close relationship with 
the Lord. Then there is a sense 
in which we may go in behind 
the second vail. This, of course, 
is a spiritual experience, but it 
brings one into close touch 
with God, and the Holy of Ho-

There is an every day experi- 
ence a child of God may have 
that blessedly corresponds to 
the one behind the second vail. 
When you enter a large refrig- 
erator all packed with ice you 
feel the presence of the ice al- 
though you do not see it. When 
you enter a room in winter you 
may not see the fire but you 
will know there is fire close by 
because you feel the warmth. 
The same is true of the pres- 
ence of God. You do not see 
Him, but when He is near you 
feel His presence. You know 
when you feel yourself very near 
Him. 


Moses, the man whom God 
had used so wonderfully and 
with such great suecess, finally 
told the Lord he would not go 
any further as leader of the Is: 
raelites without His presence 
should go with him. The Lord 
did not tell him that he should 
see Him, but He said, “My 
presence shall go with thee.” 
This word of encouragement 
was a great comfort to Moses. 
And Jesus makes us a similar 
promise when He says “And, 
lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world.” 
And this very expression coming 
from the sacred lips of our Lord 
has brought comfort and_bless- 
ing to millions of souls and 
having confidence in His abil- 
ity to do what He said He 
would do, enabled the troubled 
soul to nestle down amid the 
words and feel secure and draw 
nigh to Him and rest. Thus His 
presence was realized. 


I have often thought of the 
High Priest going into that sa- 
ered place where he knew he 
would meet God’s presence, and 
where he knew he would fall 
dead if the golden bells should 
fail to ring. I can only imagine 
his feelings. I have often enter- 
ed places where God’s presence 
and power were keenly felt and 
have walked on tip-toe and did 
not speak above a whisper, but 
I do not know that this would 
in any wise compare with the 
High Priest going in behind the 
second vail.

Another Charactaristic 
~ OF SATAN 
The Dragon With Seven Heads 


(Demonology) 
(Continued from last week)

Another characteristic of Sa- 
tan is the dragon with seven 
heads. 

Can we conceive of a more 
horrid picture? The once beau- 
tiful cherub now represented 
by a great seven headed, ten 
horned dragon, persecuting the 
woman that brought forth the 
man child, then after being cast 
down to the earth he seeks to 
give his power unto the beast 
(antichrist). After three and a 
half years the dragon is cast 
into the bottomless pit where 
he remains one thousand years. 


He at first started on his 
course from the garden of Eden 
as a serpent, wending his way 
stealthfully through the world 
until Nebuchadnezzar’s day. He 
then begins to change from a 
serpent to a dragon by taking 
on a head for every succeeding 
persecuting empire; that is, the 
empire persecuting God’s chcs- 
en people. Thus we have Baby- 
lon, the first and the beginning 
of the Gentile nations. Dan. 2: 
37,38. Next Medo-Persia, Greece, 
Rome, Egypt and Syria, while 
they didn’t hold universal sway 
over the world, they could have 
done so- In Revelation we find 
that five heads had fallen be- 
fore John’s time, and one was 
then in existence, Rome, “and 
the other is not yet come; and 
when he cometh, he must con- 
tinue a short space.” Rey. 17: 
10. “He must continue a short 
space.” Who?. The seventh 
head, the antichrist, prompted 
by the devil. 

We see in Daniel 10:12, 13, 
that the wicked angels had 
something to do with the gov- 
ernment in Daniel’s day. For 
When a heavenly angel was 
dispatched on an errand to Dan- 
niel, he was hindered twenty- 
one days by the prince of Persia. 
Now anyone will understand 
that an ordinary man like a 
prince to-day could not have 
hindered an angel from heaven 
on an errand to this earth so 
undoubtedly he was a _ super- 
natural being in direct opposi- 
tion to the heavenly angel; he 
was referred to as the prince of 
Persia, doubtless a wicked angel 
that was prompting the prince 
of Persia. We can see how the 
dragon could have taken on a 
head for every ‘empire, thus 
the seventh head represents 
the completion or the filling up 
with-Satan’s power at the fin- 
ishing of the Gentile nations 

Ile was the “red dragon”, 1: 
very fitting emblem of the fiend 


that has been the instigator of 
so much bloodshed. He had 


“ten horns” which corresponds 
with the ten kings that have no 
kingdom as yet, but svill receive 
power one hour with the beact, 
these have one mind and give 
their power and strength to the 
beast. Rev. 17:12, 15. 


The horn in prophecy rep- 
resents kingly authority. Au? 
as the seven heads of the drag- 
on corresponds to the seven 


persecuting empires, six past 
and one future; so the ten 
horns of the dragon represent 


his control of the ten kings that 
are to stand by the beast (an- 
tichrist) helping him to enforce 
his laws in different quarters 
of. the earth. Wd can readily see 


chow Satan can have the reins 


during the tribulation period. 


While the dragon was perse- 
citing the woman, the mother 
of the “man child,” he was more 
intent on devouring the “man 
child” which was the over- 
coming saints; the overcoming 
saints were caught up-to the 
throne, whick was set for this 
etecial oceaston. Rev. 4:1-&. 

Now as this. prince \ of the 
power of the‘air with his myriad 
subjects infesting the air where 
the saints “were to meet 
the Lord, it made it necessary 
to rid the heavens of the ac- 
cuser of the brethren; a war 
ensued in heaven. Michael and 
his angels against. the dragon 
and his angels; the dragon pre- 
vailed not, but was cast down 
to the earth, then we hear the 
exclamation, “Woe to the inhab- 
iters of the earth and of the sea! 
for the devil is come down un- 
to you, having great wrath, be- 
cause he knoweth that he hath 
but a short time.” Rev. 12:12. 

At this ‘period begins the last 
three and a half years of what 


' 


is known as the “great tribu- 
lation”, while the first three and 
a half years were the first part 
of the tribulation;- the “great 
tribulation” is marked by the 
casting down of Satan with his 
hosts to the earth. He comes 
with wrath, he had been malig- 
nant before, but now his malice 
is turned to wrath, he \gues 
forth with fury against the in- 
habitants of the earth, espec- 
ially those who will not offer 
‘allegiance to the antichrist ta- 
ken by -. receiving his mark. 
The mark his subjects are to 
| receive is either his name, his 
|number or a_ peculiar mark, 
‘either one will be sufficient to 





with the antichrist. On present- 

| ing this mark they will be grant- 
| ed the privilege to buy and sell, 
i but without the mark they will 
‘have to suffer martydrom. Tens 
of thousands» will give their 
hand to the beast to receive 
this mark rather than suffer 
the scourges by the beast. This 
is all occasioned by this “great 
red dragon” after being cast 
down from. the ethereal heav- 
ens, gives his power to tne 
beast. 

With this we shall close this 
|part of the subject about Se- 
tan and take up the subject 
of demons. In speaking of this, 
one said- to me, “What is the 
difference in Satan, devil aid 
demon; ? I thought they were 
all the same.” We shall endeavor 
to bring out the distinction in 
the following articles.

Talkativeness ig utterly ruin- 
ous to deep spirituality, the verv 
life of our spirit passes out in 
our speech. And all unnecessary 
talk is injurious to deep conse- 
cration. In fruit growing it hap- 
pens that too much blossoming 
prevents a good crop and often 
prevents fruit altogether and by 
so much talking the soul runs 
wild in word—blooms and bears 
no fruit. . 

I am not speaking of sinners 
nor of real testimonies for Je- 
sus but of that tongue rattler 
that professes the purifying 
zrace of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
It is one of the greatest hinfler- 
ances to deep solid union with 
God. Ne 

Notice how people’ will tell 
the same thing over and over a- 
gain and how great the trifling 
things of this world are mag- 
nified and talked over by worlds 
of words, really argued and dis- 
puted over by preachers, and 
how solemn deep things of the 
Holy Spirit are rattled over in 
a light manner until one who 
has the real baptism of divine 
silence in his heart feels he 
must tear himself away to some 
lonely room or forest where he 
can gather up the fragments of 
his mind and rest in God. 


We not only need cleansing 
from sin but our natural human 
spirit needs a radical death to 
its own noise and activity and 
worldliness. I can see the evil 
effect of so much talk. 

First, it weakens the spiritual 
power. The thought and feeling 
of a soul are likened unto pow- 
der and steam, the more thev 
are condensed, the greater the 
power. The steam if properly 
compressed would drive a train 
for miles but if allowed too 
much expansion it would not 
move an inch. And so the true 
action of the heart, if expressed 
in a few Holy Ghost selected 
words will sink into the mind 
to remain forever. But if dis- 
pute in any rambling conver- 
sation, it is likely to be of no 
profit. 

Second, it is a waste of time. 
if-the hours that were spent in 
useless conversation were spent 
in secret prayer or deep reading 
we Would soon reach a region 
of spiritual life and divine peace 
beyond our present dreams. 

Third, talkativeness leads to 
saying unwise, unpleasant or 
cenuprofitable things in religious 
conversations. We secon chvin 
all the cream our souls have in 
-hem and the rest of our talk 
is plain skimmed milk until we 
get alone with God and feed on 
iis green pasture and the cream 
‘ises again. The Holy Spirit 
warns us that “In the multitude 
f£ words there. wanteth not 
sin.”
